Only Four Bollies Hate Been Found, 


Although the Negroes Claim a 
Bozen Are Dead Somewhere 


Iii the S w a m p s. 


Texarkana, March 25.— A correspon­ 
dent has visited the Little River county 
and endeavored to get the facts in regard 
lo the trouble between the whites and 
blacks then, but found it a very diffi­ 
cult undertaking. 
The white citizens 
there are very reticent and aro appar­ 
ently not willing to give any news for 
publication. 
The part of the country 
through which tho correspondent trav­ 
eled was quiet and there was no out­ 
ward indications of any further trouble. 
It was impossible to learn how many 
negioes had really been lynched, as 
nearly all the colored population ha/1 
either been chased out of the neighbor­ 
hood or had Income frightened and left 
on their own account. 
Red river bot­ 
toms, where most of the lynchings are 
said to have occurred, was not visited, 
but at least flair dead negroes were ac­ 
counted for. 
As far as could be learned, the facts 
are that ..iter Duckett was lynched, a 
negro named Joe King was taken out by 
a gang of white* and severely whipped. 
Next morning Ed Goodwin was found 
just over the line in Bowne county, Tex­ 
as, with his neck broken arid a bail 
wound in his head. 
Negroes say he was 
lynched in Arkansas and taken across 
Red river in a skiff and his body left ly­ 
ing on Texas soil. 
His neck show ell 
signs of having been encircled by a rope. 
The next morning the bodies of Joe 
King and Moses Jones were found hang­ 
ing to trees. 
All these negroes had 
talked about the Stockton murder in an 
ugly tone and made threats against the 
whites. 
Jones’ wife had prepared meals 
for Duckett while he was in hilling after 
the Stockton murder and Goodwin bad 
carried them to him. 
Another mob was out Friday night 
and went to a negro’s house and told 
him to notify Joe King’s friends to go 
bury him as they had all they wanted. 
King's body hung in the tree until noon 
Friday when it was cut down and buried 
by parties from New Boston, Tex. 
A Texas justice of the peace, it is said, 
held an inquest over the boily of Good­ 
win and the jury returned a verdict that 
the deceased, came to his death from 
natural causes, “or was frozen to death. ’ 
All the negroes found in the part of 
the country travelled through by the 
correspondent are still in a state of great 
excitement and fear more trouble. They 
talk excitely of the occurrences of the 
past few days and assert positively that 
a dozen or more men have been killed 
in the Red river bottoms, mentioning 
the names of negroes who have disap­ 
peared since the lynching of Duckett to 
substantiate their assertions. 
Two more wagon loads of blacks have 
arrived here from Little River county.
